Minority report 

City's foreign-born population to jump by 2031 


One out of every three 
people in the Edmonton 
area will be a visible 
minority by 2031, accord¬ 
ing to projections released 
yesterday by Statistics 
Canada. 

The proportion is expect¬ 
ed to jump to 29 per cent 
from 17 per cent in ’06. 
While the foreign-born 
population of Edmonton is 
projected to jump to 22 per 
cent from 19. 

The projections suggest 
the face of Canada will 
change even more dramati¬ 
cally than it already has as 
immigrants from South 
Asia and China continue to 
outnumber the Europeans 


By 2031... 

• The largest visible minori¬ 
ty population in 2031 is pro¬ 
jected to be South Asian, 
which includes people from 
India, Pakistan and Sri Lan¬ 
ka. Chinese is projected to 
be the second largest visible 
minority group. The change 
in population is not project¬ 
ed to occur at the same pace 
throughout the country. 

who settled the country. 

The national figures proj¬ 
ect a radically altered popu¬ 
lation over a half century. 

Across Canada, Statistics 
Canada is predicting 31 per 


cent of the population will 
be a visible minority in 
three decades — that’s 
more than 14.4 million peo¬ 
ple. 

In 1981, there were just 
over one million Canadians 
who identified themselves 
as visible minorities, repre¬ 
senting less than five per 
cent of the population. 

Statistics Canada takes its 
definition of a visible mi¬ 
nority from the federal Em¬ 
ployment Equity Act, 
which is “persons, other 
than aboriginal peoples, 
who are non-Caucasian in 
race or non-white in 
colour.” 

More rapid change is ex¬ 


pected in the largest metro¬ 
politan areas, especially 
Toronto, Vancouver and 
Montreal, where most new¬ 
comers tend to settle. 

Jeffrey Reitz, a professor 
of ethnic and immigration 
studies at the University of 
Toronto, says the history of 
immigration shows that di¬ 
versity comes to the cities 
first, though that may 
change over time. Newcom¬ 
ers to Canada tend to settle 
in larger cities not only be¬ 
cause the sheer size means 
more job opportunities, but 
also because there are built- 
in communities of people 
with similar backgrounds.

Prosecutor Marie Balogh 
told the court there was 
no reasonable prospect of 
conviction on the more se¬ 
rious charges, saying there 
would be “significant legal 
issues” with proceeding 
on those. 

“The matter was careful¬ 
ly reviewed,” Balogh told 
Maunder. She would not 
comment afterwards. 

Asked by Maunder if he 
had anything to say, Jaffer 
simply said, “No, thank 
you, your honour.” 

Jaffer, 38, who refused 
to discuss his guilty plea 
under Ontario’s Highway 
Traffic Act, said he was 
sorry, and relieved the 
case was over. 

“I know that I should 
have been more careful,” 
he said outside court. 

“Once again I apologize 
for that, and I take full re¬ 
sponsibility for my 
careless driving.” 

Jaffer, who is married to 
junior federal cabinet min¬ 
ister Helena Guergis, was 
arrested last Sept. 10 after 
police stopped him for 
driving at 90 kilometres 
an hour in a 50 km/h zone 
in Palgrave, Ont., north of 
Toronto.

Campout for charity 

Firefighters hit station roof to fight muscular dystrophy

Firefighters in Sherwood 
Park had their ladders out 
yesterday, but instead of 
putting out fires, the crew 
from Firehouse Number l 
was fighting a much 
bigger battle. 

“We are doing this to 
bring awareness to a chari¬ 
ty of choice to firefighters 
in Canada, Muscular Dys¬ 
trophy Canada,” said Lt. 
Michael Nicholson. “It’s a 
disease that can hit anyone 
at any time, any age, gen¬ 
der, or socio-economic situ¬ 
ation.” 


Flanked by volunteers, 
council members and par¬ 
ents of children afflicted 
with muscular dystrophy, 
firefighters ascended to 
the roof for the first day of 
many to raise money for 
the cause. 

“It should be fun,” said 
Paige Harding, a rooftop 
volunteer. “The guys think 
I’m crazy for being up here 
with them for four days 
but I brought extra blan¬ 
kets.” 

Harding has been work¬ 
ing with Strathcona Emer¬ 
gency Services for over a 
year. She and three others 
are the first firefighters 
that will spend three 


nights and four days 
camped out on the roof. 

Muscular dystrophy is a 
group of diseases that 
weakens the body’s mus¬ 
cles, leading to eventual 
muscle death. Firefighters 
have been supporting the 
cause to find a cure for 
muscular dystrophy since 
1982. 

Sherwood Park will have 
some competition from 
Edmonton firehouses dur¬ 
ing the rooftop showdown. 
They’re hoping to raise 
$50,000 and despite weath¬ 
er forecasts for snow, Num¬ 
ber l’s firefighters say they 
are well prepared and 
ready for the challenge.

Tax cut means new headache 

Federal budget's child-care break creates 'new inequities:' Think tank 


The federal budget’s key 
anti-poverty measure 
cures one headache and 
causes another. 

Changes to the tax treat¬ 
ment of the $100-a-month 
Universal Child Care Bene¬ 
fit to help single-parent 
families “will create new 
inequities,” says the Cale¬ 
don Institute of Social Poli¬ 
cy, an Ottawa think-tank. 

Critics complained the 
benefit was subject to in¬ 
come tax, penalizing sin¬ 


gle-parent families in par¬ 
ticular. Until now, single 
parents could pay more tax 
on their $100 per child 
benefit than a two-parent 
family with the same in¬ 
come. The budget set out 
to address the problem by 
allowing single-parent 
families to claim the pay¬ 
ments as income for their 
dependents, meaning most 
single-parent families will 
likely avoid paying any tax 
on their $100 because the 


money will be claimed as 
their children’s income. 

But now, two-parent 
families will pay more tax¬ 
es on their benefit than 
single-parent families of 
the same income. 

“This is patently unfair,” 
says the Caledon Institute. 
“So the UCCB will remain a 
complicated and virtually 
incomprehensible social 
program in terms of its re¬ 
al as opposed to apparent 
value to families.”

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Woman spends savings 
in legal battle over dog 


Halifax Francesca Rogier 
says she remains unbowed 
in her legal battle to save 
the life of a mixed-breed 
dog that faces euthanasia 
after it attacked other ca¬ 
nines, despite exhausting 
$30,000 in savings on 
lawyers and putting her ar¬ 
chitecture career on hold. 

The 50-year-old resident 
of Eastern Chezzetcoolc, a 
rural community on the 
outskirts of Halifax, won a 
reprieve for Brindi before a 
provincial court judge yes¬ 
terday. 

Representing herself, Ro¬ 
gier successfully argued for 
a delay while she arranges 
for an animal trainer to 
visit the pound and assess 
the dog’s behaviour before 
Judge Alanna Murphy de¬ 
cides Brindi’s fate. 

“For a judge to decide 
whether a dog is too dan¬ 
gerous to live, they should 
be able to draw on expert 
opinion ... someone who is 
qualified to assess the be¬ 
haviour of the dog,” Rogier 
said outside court. 

Rogier has been convict¬ 
ed of being the owner of a 
dog that was running at 
large, owning a dog that at¬ 
tacked another animal and

Giving kids flu shots reduces 
infections in community: Study 


health A new study shows 
that vaccinating kids 
against flu can substantial¬ 
ly reduce infections in a 
community. 

The research shows that 
giving flu shots to a signifi¬ 
cant portion of kids aged 
three to 15 cut the risk of 
catching flu by 60 per cent, 
which for adults is about 
as good as getting a flu 
shot themselves. 

The research team, led 
by Dr. Mark Loeb of McMas- 
ter University in Hamilton, 
did the study in Hutterite 
communities in Western 
Canada. Some of the 
colonies were randomly as¬ 
signed to have their chil¬ 
dren vaccinated against the

should be vaccinated instead 
of high-risk individuals like 
seniors, but that if kids are 
given flu shots too it should 
significantly lower the toll in¬ 
fluenza takes every winter.

The idea that stopping

Pope’s brother aware 
of physical abuse claims 


The pope’s brother said in 
a newspaper interview 
published yesterday that 
he slapped pupils as pun¬ 
ishment after he took over 
a renowned German boys’ 
choir in the 1960s. 

He also said he was aware 
of allegations of physical 
abuse at an elementary 
school linked to the choir, 
but did nothing about it. 

The Rev. Georg Ratzinger 
said he was completely un¬ 
aware of allegations of sexu¬ 
al abuse at the Regensburg- 
er Domspatzen boys choir, 
part of a string of charges of 
sex abuse by church em¬ 
ployees across Europe in re¬ 
cent days. 

Responding to accusa¬ 
tions that its policies en¬ 
couraged silence about the 
problem, the Vatican said 
the sexual abuse scandals in 
Germany and other coun¬ 
tries were cause for an¬ 
guish, but its response has 
been prompt and transpar¬ 
ent. The scandal sweeping

European countries kept 
widening yesterday. 

In Austria, the head of a 
Benedictine monasteiy in 
Salzburg admitted to sexu¬ 
ally abusing a child decades 
ago and resigned. Dutch 
Catholic bishops an¬ 
nounced an independent 
inquiry into more than 200 
allegations of sexual abuse 
of children by priests at 
church schools and apolo¬ 
gized to victims. 

The German abuse allega¬ 
tions are particularly sensi¬ 
tive because Germany is the 
homeland of Pope Benedict 
XVI and because the scan¬ 
dals involve the prestigious 
choir that was led by Georg 
Ratzinger from 1964 till 


1994. Last week, the Re¬ 
gensburg Diocese said a for¬ 
mer singer at the choir had 
come forward with allega¬ 
tions of sexual abuse in the 
early 1960s. 

Ratzinger has repeatedly 
said the sexual abuse allega¬ 
tions date from before his 
tenure as choir director. 
Asked in the interview yes¬ 
terday whether he knew of 
them, Ratzinger insisted he 
was not aware of the prob¬ 
lem. “These things were 
never discussed,” Ratzinger 
told the Passauer Neue 
Presse German daily. “The 
problem of sexual abuse 
that has now come to light 
was never spoken of.”

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O ne of the most 
underreported 
stories coming 
out of the 
Olympics is, to 
my mind, one of the most 
important. 

Two separate polls indi¬

the people of Quebec. 

Leger Marketing reports 
that 79 per cent of those 
polled in Quebec said they 
have “a stronger sense of 
pride in Canada” when 
they watch Canadian ath¬ 
letes ascend to the podium. 

And Ipsos-Reid reports 
that 63 per cent of Quebe¬ 
cers now call themselves 
“Canadian nationalists.” 

Whoa! 

If these numbers hold up, 
Alexandre Bilodeau and 
Joannie Rochette have 
saved Canada! A relatively 
cheap $6-billion invest¬ 
ment has succeeded where 
all that torturous hand¬ 


wringing, all that inter¬ 
minable Meech Lalceing 
and Charlottetowning, 
failed. 

We probably shouldn’t 
expect Quebec to replace 
“Je me souviens” with “Go 
Canada Go!” on licence 
plates, but it is more than 
nice to think that the “na¬ 
tion” of Quebec is back in 
the bosom of its family. 

Many of the sour grapes 
thrown at Quebec from the 
“Rest of Canada” can be at¬ 
tributed to hurt feelings. 
They rejected our language, 
our culture, our Mounties, 
after we went to all that 
trouble to take up poutine. 


But now that Quebec has 
become, apparently 

overnight, a hotbed of 
Canadian nationalism, all is 
forgiven. Vive la difference! 

The separatists have been 
reduced to a hard core of 
malcontents. Even Lucien 
Bouchard, the bete noir of 
the separatist nightmare, 
has lost his enthusiasm for 
the sovereignty project, 
sidelining it with a Gallic 
shrug as a losing game. 
Maybe later, he thinks. 

Another poll, taken by 
the Association of Canadian 
Studies in Montreal, shows 
that only 29 per cent of 
Quebecers support the idea 


of a separate Olympic team 
for Quebec, but 65 per cent 
reject the idea. 

This is a huge vote for 
Canada from a place that 
has been lukewarm at best. 
You could put it down to a 
short burst of enthusiasm 
to be followed by another 
interminable decade of 
bleak interactions. But 
what if the people of Que¬ 
bec are tired of those things 
that separate us and are 
ready to become part of 
something bigger, more in¬ 
clusive, more multicultur¬ 
al, less medieval? 

This fashionable patriot¬ 
ism is really the first ex¬ 


pression of a new genera¬ 
tion of Canadians united, 
not by language, not by 
race, not by creed, but by 
the remarkable idea of a na¬ 
tion where we are all free 
to celebrate our heritage, 
yet also free to create a new 
identity that liberates us 
from things such as lan¬ 
guage laws and timeworn 
boundaries. 

And somewhere between 
63 and 79 per cent of Que¬ 
becers are ready, at last, to 
be free.

Chevron to cut 2,000 jobs 


A new report on aging 
suggests the demographic 
crunch facing Canada is 
manageable, but only if 
government and business 
start making appropriate 
adjustments. 

The TD Bank study is the 
latest of a string of recent 
reports to warn about the 
adverse impact on Canada 
and its economy as a result 
of the coming wave of re¬ 
tirements by baby boomers.

oil Chevron Corp. said yes¬ 
terday it will cut 2,000 jobs 
this year and sell some over¬ 
seas operations as it re¬ 
vamps its struggling refin¬ 
ery, marketing and trans¬ 
portation operations.

Engineering is a versatile 
discipline, with 
professionals working in 
medicine, wildlife conser¬ 
vation and forensics in 
Canada and around the 
world. 

Elizabeth Cannon, dean 
of the Schulich School of 
Engineering at the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary, says engi¬ 
neers build bridges, cars 
and buildings, but it’s also 
more widespread and cut¬ 
ting edge. “The evolution 
of the engineering disci¬ 
pline has been going on 
for a long time, but some¬ 
times we suffer from some 
of the stereotypes,” she 
says. 

One of those stereotypes 
is that engineers are men, 
but Cannon says 24 per 
cent of her students are 
women and she works 
hard to increase that num¬ 
ber. “Women students do 
very well in our programs

... and when they go out 
in industry, they again do 
veiy, veiy well.” 

Health-inclined engi¬ 
neers can go into biomed¬ 
ical engineering, which 
has engineers create new 
devices, such as robots 
that perform brain sur- 

geiy. 

“Engineers have a very 
direct and significant im¬ 
pact on the evolution of 
how medicine will be per¬ 
formed now and into the 
future,” Cannon says. 

Geomatics, Cannon’s 
field, builds GPS technolo¬ 
gy for in-car navigation, 
Smartphones and even 
tracking grizzly bears. The 
wildlife trackers help con¬ 
servationists, biologists 
and policy makers. “The 
collection of data and the 
interpretation of data is 
what we do in the engi¬ 


neering field, in addition 
to actually producing the 
devices,” she says. 

Engineers can also spe¬ 
cialize in building robots 
that work in danger zones 
like search-and-rescue or 
mine detection. 

“Engineering is a career 
that can really allow you 
to make a difference in the 
world,” Cannon says. “You 
can work in the office, in 
the field, locally or inter¬ 
nationally.” 

Gilles Amirault is a 
forensic engineer with 
Calgary-based Samac, but 
he admits he hadn’t even 
heard of forensic engi¬ 
neers before he became 
one. He found the job 
posted online after gradu¬ 
ating from Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity’s co-op mechanical 
engineering program in 
2004. 


Forensic engineers visit 
the scene of vehicular acci¬ 
dents and use applied 
physics and dynamics to 
work out what happened. 
Using police markings, 
they take photographs and 
detailed notes, speak with 
police, inspect the vehi¬ 
cles, get witness informa¬ 
tion and then reconstruct 
the incident with comput¬ 
er software. 

“It’s determining the 
speed of the vehicles in¬ 
volved, who went over the 
centre line, who was at 
fault, who could have pre¬ 
vented the incident, who 
could not have,” he says. 
“It’s really interesting.”
